The 
problem involves microscopic study of 
turpentined trees, comparative stndies 
in relation to plans for reforestation 
by natural reproductions and experi- 
ments with different methods of clip- 
ping, including the French method as 
practiced in Europe and also by the 
English in India. ie 

“The microscope reveals many se- 
erets concerning the activities of the 
tree in producing turpentine and gives 
these results more quickly than ex- 
perimental methods alone. It shows 
how certain methods are destructive, 
It also shows why the United States, 
with its excellent trees and climate, 
is not getting as good a return from 
its forests and its labor as some other 
countries.” .

Bankers

New York, May 2% «Economic con- 
ditions are ripe for a general world- 
wide trade boom—provided the inter- 
national bankers now gathered at 
Paris can devise some way of giving 
Germany and several of the other 


L,uropean countries a little financial, 


beost just to get them started on the 


way to commercial recovery. 

This is the opinion of international 
trade experts in Wall street on analyz- 
ing the effects of the 10 per cent rate 
reduction ordered by the interstate 
cummerce commission. 

Ocean freight rates already have 
dropped to practically pre-war levels, 
und in view of the railroad rate reduc- 
tions, transportation costs—one of the 
most fundamental elements in busi- 
ness calculations, are as low as they 
will go for some time, according to 
thc view in financial circles. 

Open Foreign Trade. 


Therefore, all that remains to make 
a world revival of trade possible is to 
permit European countries to do busi- 
ness with us on something approach- 
ing equality in exchange rates. If 
F'urope can, through the proposed in- 
ternational loan, get her factories go- 
ing and can get her money somewhere 
near its pre-war value again, then the 
United States will find its raw ma- 
terials and its manufactured products 
in heavy demand and the ships that 
leave New York harbor will not be 
sailing half-empty us they are now, 
trade experts here say. 

A real revival of American business 
is dependent on a revival of this Euro- 
peon buying power, they insist. Ship 
subsidies and similar legislation will 
d> little good until Europe begins to 
bey American goods. That is why 
these big shipping men are looking so 
anxiously toward Paris while the in- 
ternational bankers are in session. The 
skipping officials who decide on rates 
feel they have done their share in 
setting the stage for a trade revival. 

Pre-War Rate.

Equalizing Rates. ; 

The hearing is the result of an In-

The southern carriers have pro- 
posed to the committee a maximum 
mileage scale to apply on distances 
up to 460 miles. Under this scheme 
the rates in the territory will be 
determined mainly by the distance of 
the particular cities from the Ohio 
and Mississippi river crossings and 
from C. F. A. territory, and the in- 
termediate cities will not bear a high- 
er rate than the more distant points. 
Thus the hitherto frequent ground of 
complaint that the longer hauls en- 
joy a lower rate than intermediate 
cities will be eliminated. 

Many. Witnesses Heard: 


During the past two days wit- 
nesses for the carriers have testified 
giving the actual rates that they pro- 

sed to apply to various local points

MEN ALLOWED BOND 


Chicago, May 27.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press)—Big Tim” Murphy and 
Fred Mader, described as theh czars in 
what the police term a labor war, to- 
day were ordered released from jail 
on bonds of $75,000 each. They had 
been confined in cells for eleven days 
after their arrest and indictment for 
the murder of Police Lieutenant Ter- 
rence Lyons, one of the policemen 
shot to death, May 9, while investi- 
gating bombings believed to be in 
protest of the Landis building trades 
wage award.’ 

The order was issued by Judge Har- 
ry B. Miller and ended a ten-day liti- 
gation in which the state heretofore 
had been successful in frustrating the 
efforts to release the two labor lead- 
ers. 

The habeas corpus hearing before 
Judge Miller lasted two days, the 
state refusing to present the evidence 
on which the men were held, saying 
that to do so would weaken their case 
at the trial. Judge Miller held that 
since no evidence against them was 
presented he was compelled to exer- 
cise his power to release them on bail.

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s}UT in New Mexico the director of the 

ai museum, Dr. E. L. Hewett, is fostering 

f an art movement among the Indians. 

And in doing this he has thrown light 

on a question that has puzzled ethnolo- 

gists for four centuries—the origins of 

the original Americans. The Sante Fe 

museum furnishes these artists with 
materials and a sufficient income, and also takes 
their pictures. So they can’t work for money if 
they want to, and they are free “To paint the 
thing as they see it.” So the work was unham- 
pered and as it grew Dr. Hewett discovered that 
there 4s in it no trace of Occidental influence— 
the whole development is along Oriental lines. 
Thus the Mongolian characteristics of the Indians, 
awaking after long centuries, is made manifest. 

Pictures by these artists were shown at the 
Independent Salon of 1920. In this year’s salon 
they formed again the most interesting exhibi- 
tion. “Theirs is the only American art that is 
entirely indigenous,” said John Sloan, the noted 
American artist. “Two years ago their pictures 
were mere records of costumes with only two or 
three figures; today they have composition and 
movements in three dimensions.” 

Their subjects are the customs and religious 
ceremonies of their race. The foremost of these 
artists of the Pueblos are Velino Shije, Awa 
Tsireh and Fred Kabotie. Growing out of the 
plains, part of them, in complete harmony with 
their environment these Indians see through the 
manifestations of things to the truth behind the 
manifestations.

by fever. 
But he had done his -job. And he had 
done it well, remarkably well, it seems, 


Two chocolate kiddies taking their 
daily plunge. On the banks close by is 
the family. bathhouse, where grown-ups 
bathe with their clothes on. 
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Then the matter of going back into the 
jungle was impossible: The natives were 
afraid of it. They stood on the edge of it 
and peered in. They trembled..- Why 
should anyone bother about intruding into 
it? It was the sanctuary of wild beasts and 
all manner of things uncanny. It was no 
piace. for a leisure-loving Malayan. 

These Malayans are content to live on 
their rice and fish and fruits. The rice 
grows in abundance. The fish almost swim 
in to them and. beg to be caught. The 
fruits drop at their feet. It is all quite 
simple. 

And this goes on the year around. There 
is no incentive to store away for the win- 
ter. In fact, they raise but one rice crop 
when they might, almost as easily, raise. 
two a year. One is ample for their needs. 
Exporting is a matter for other minds to 
worry about. 

The bees gather honey all season iong . 
and deposit it in their combs. These combs, 
six or seven feet in length, hang from. the 
trees.

The president, however, was profoundly 
disturbed. It was clear enough uow that

“President Wilson said that he thought 
all were agreed to oppose the resteration 
of the German colonies. - 

“M. Orlando, en behalf of Italy, and 
Baron Makino, on behalf of Japan, agreed. 

“There was no dissentient and this prin- 
ciple was adopted.’ - 

In this brief.and summary way all the 
German colonies were alienated from Ger- 
man control. The allies already had miii- 
tary and political sanctions for this alien- 
ation; and they felt that the maladminis- 
tration of these colonies by Germany gave 
them moral sanctions. Even Herr Erzber- 
ger in the days before the war—for the 
scandals of German colonization had been 


, aired at home as well as abroad—remark- 


ed that “it would be a curse if the German 
colonies could only be made profitable if 
they were mannkred by the blood of the 


; natives.” 


HE next’ question was to decide what 


to do with these vast derelict popula- 
tions of more or less helpiéss native peo 
ple. If there was a moral sanction for 
taking them away ftom Germany it im- 
posed an equal moral duty upon the allies 
to devise a system which should not result 
in the same abuses under any future con- 


Mr. Lioyd George was at his best in pre- 
senting and dramatizing such a situation 


‘as this. Vigorously on his feet. with his 


argunfents pouring from him ia a colorful 
terrent, he was an engaging and persua- 
sive figure. He now presented three pos- 
sible methods of future control of the col- 
“onies. The first as internationalization or 
direct ad@njinistration by the league of na- 
tions—and this he rejected without argu- 
ment—and it. was never indeed seriously 


’° @ompidered by the conference... Former ex- 
perience of such international control as in- 


the. Congo, Samoa and the New Hebrides, 
in Egypt and Morocco, had been unfortu- 
nate... The second was “that one nation 
should undertake the trusteeship on be- 
half of the league as mandatory”—the idea 
already widely discussetl.as a part of the 
league of nations schenie.* The third was 
‘annexation—and this 
was what the British Dominions wanted 
and wanted at once—and in this policy of 
annexation Mr. Licoyd~ George supported 
them. If he could establish this policy in 
connection with the colonies, where his 
anxiety was not:so. much for Great Britain 
of her Dominions; 


was vigorous!y supporting the principle of 
“no annexations:.” “With regard to the 
German. colonies, I have repeatedly de- 
clared that they are held at the disposal 
of a conference whose decisions must have 
primary regard to the wishes and inter- 
ests of the native inhabitants of such col- 
onies.” At that time he had vividly imag- 
ined these colonies as somehow control- 
ling their own destinies, but in the present 
argument, where he had a wholly different 
purpose to serve, he saw some of them 
with equal vividness as “cannibal! colonies, 
where people were eating each other.” 


S News Dominion prime ministers then pre- 
sented their cases, one after another: 
First, Mr. Hughes of Australia, who wanted 
New Guinea and other islands; then Mr. 
Massey of New Zealand, who wanted Sa- 
moa, and then General Smuts of South 
Africa, who wanted German Southwest Af- 
rica. They were all frankly for outright 
annexation and their arguments were 
based practicaly upon the same premises:. 
1. The cost and tosses of the dominions 
in the war, and the fact that Dominion er 
British troops were now in pessSession. 

2. The strategic security end ‘military 
necessity of the dominions... “Any strong 
power coatrolling New Guinea,” said Mr. 
Hughes, “controlled Australia. “Samoa,” 
argued Mr. Massey of New Zealand, “was 


-of great strategic importance, and the key 


to the Pacific,” and therefore it should be 
controlied absolutely by New Zealand. 

3. Each dominion argued that the f{:- 
terests of the natives would be secure un- 
der a policy of direct annexation. The 
dominions were democracies: “They were 
doing their best for civilization in that 
part of the world.” Mr. Massey mentioned 
the fact that “there were six native mem- 
bers of the New Zealand parliament today.” 

General Smuts made a slightly different 
case, for he showed that German South- 
west Africa was practically a desert coun- 
try without any product of great value,” 
and because of its small population a man- 
datory system would not work practically 
as well as direct annexation. 

Finaly, Sir Robert Borden of Canada 
said that “the dominion he represented 
had no territorial claims to advance,” but 
he “was for giving the other dominions 
what they wanted. Throughout the con- 
ference, although Canada had had great 
losses and made great sacrifices in the 
war—far greater in proportion than those 
of the Untied States—she made no selfish 
claim. whatever’ for herself. Canada, of 
course, was unlike the other dominions ia 
having no fear fer her security. Australia 
and New Zealand, watching the rise of the 
new empire of Japan and the coming strug- 
gle for the control of the Pacific, were in 
a widely different ‘ situation. Moreover, 
Canada, Ifke the United States, has vast 
undeveloped resources and needed no more 
territory. oS Qe ;

“the grown mate as a demon of ferocity, 


attacking on sight.with a fury few hunters 
can withstand, but the records of the gZ0- 
rilla were extremely scarce. 

It is surprising to find how - little has 


been discovered about the animal since Du 
Chaillu wrote: his blood-curdinig aecounts 


of his adventures in the west coast ag 


gies in 1848. ‘A -few recent pamphiets, a 
few isolated >.instances, comprise . the 
world’s information. 

Not: a gorilla: has been mounted in. a 
museum by & man who ever saw a: wild 
‘gorilla. ‘Skins have been bought from 
‘Jhunters and collectors and stuffed accord- 
ing to the best available information. Al- 
most nothing of the animal's. true habits 
is known. . Ag‘ far‘as we could’ discover 
only four true gorillas. have ever reached 
the United States.. The first three died 
almost in infancy, and the fcéyrth, the 
famous John Daniel, did not long survive 
the separatio: - from the English woman 
whc broaght him’ ‘Up. 

Mr. Akeley had no intention of bringing 
batk a live gorilla — although for some 
moments he daHied with the idea, and I 
drew an agonized breath, seeing myself 
walking the floor with a wailing infant— 
but he wished to make every possible rec- 
ord, sculptural and scientific. There was 
also the hope of .. photographic record— 
something that had never yet been done— 
and he was going equipped. with his own 
invention, the Akeley motion’ picture 
camera. - 

Personally he believed the cumors of 
the animal's unreasoning ferocity were ex- 
aggerated. He believed that the male of 
the species was maligned, and that un- 
less -he or his. family was attacked his

I have spoken of this as the “president's 
idea,” but it was not his; it was America’s 
The ideals of trusteeship, as apDiying to 
colonia] possessions, had been set forth 
by many former American leaders, regard- 
less of political partisanship: Elihu Root, 
then secretary of war, in his instfuctions 


“to the Taft commission in 1900 to the Phil- 


ippines warns the commission to “bear in 


‘mind that the government which they are 
establishing is designed not for our satisfac- 


tion or.for the expression of our. theoreti- 
cal views, but for the happiness, peace 


- and prosperity of the people of the Phil- 


ippine Islands.‘ | 

Presidént McKinley wrote in his mes- 
sage to cofgress (December 3, 1900): 

“The fortunes of war have thrown upon 
this nation an unsought trust which should 
be unselfishly ~ discharged and devolves 
upon this government a moral as well as 
a material responsibility toward those 
millions we have freed from an oppressive 
yoke... .. Onur obligation as guardian 
was not lightly assumed.” 

President Roosevelt declared in his an- 
nual message to congress of December 6, 
1904, that “our chief reason for contin- 
wing to hold them (the Philippines) arust 
be that we ought in good faith to try to 
do our share of the world’s work.” zs 

President Wilson accepted and followed 
this American policy with enthusiasni. On 
April 20, 1915, we find him saying: 

“We do npt want a foot of anybedy’s 
territory. If we have been obliged by cit 
cumstances, or have considered ourselves 
to be obliged by circumstances in the past, 
which we otherwise 
would not have thought of taking, I be- 
lieve I am right in saying that we have 
considered it. our duty to administer that 
ey ees for ourselves but for the peo- 
ple li in it, and to put this burden 
upon our conscienses—naot te think that 
this thing is ours for our use; but te re- 
oa aimee as trustees of the great 

for those to whom it dees really 
belong.” |

-< 

This idea President Wiison developed 
again and again in his speeches, as at 
Topeka, in the course of his western pre- 


“The greatest surprise the world ever 
had, politically speaking, was when the, 
United States withdrew from Cuba. We 
said, ‘We are fighting this war for the 
sake of the Cubans, and when it is over 
we are going to turn Cuba over to her 
own people,’ and statesmen in every cap- 
ital in Burope smiled behind their hands. 
. « « The American people felt the same 
way about the Philippines, though the rest 
of the world does not. yet believe it. .We 
are trustees for the Filipino people, and 
just as soon as we feel that they can take 
care of their own affairs without our di- 
rect interference and protection, the flag 
of the United States Will again be honored 


Such was the essence of the American 
idea at the end of the war. It was an idea 
of national service to the world. 

Up to the time of bis arrival in Europe, 
however, the president.does not appear to 
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millions of population and their great 
strategic, political and economic value, 
quite as dangerous in practice and as 
likely to be the cause of future wars as 
the annexation of parts of Turkey, Russia 
or Austria: He clearly foresaw the diffi- 
culties which would later arise over the 
control of the Pacific and of China—if the 
new -principle was not adopted at the 
start. . 


O we find, curiously enough, in the first 


heated discussions of the disposition of 
the German colonies, the president sup- 
porting the broad general application of 
the. mandatory principle and General 
Smuts arguing, so far as German South- 
west Africa was concerned, for direct an- 
nexation to his own dominion of South 
Africa. Indeed, the whole struggle ‘in the 
council in behalf of the new principle fell 
upon the president: even his own secre- 
tary of state, Mr. Lansing, was secretly op- 
posed to him. - 

The discussion thus precipitated by Mr. 
Lloyd George on January 23 occupied most 
of the time of the Council of Ten for an 
entire week, and developed much heat and 
bitterness. If the struggle was deliber- 
ately calculated as a test of the sincerity 
and fighting capacity of the president, it 
left, at the end of that week, no doubt in 
any one’s mind of his qualities as a clear- 
sighted and determined fighter—and that 
the “old order” would not easily have its 
way. It has been argued that if the presi- 
dent had somehow managed to dominate 
the organization of the conference, or dic- 
tate its program, that he could have “put 
across” his principles more completely, 
but this sort of fundamental difference 
could not have been met by any trick of 
organization or any cunning arrangement 
ef program. Sooner or later it had to be 
met and fought out: it was of the very sub- 
stance of.the matter, not, as the old tacti- 
cians seemed to think, merely in the form. 
“A new regime is now about to be estab- 
ished,” said the president, and scarcely 
a man in the room believed in that new 
regime! 

To show how little the others under- 
stood how terribly in earnest the president 
was we find Lioyd George; who had him- 
self introduced, on January 22, the resolu- 
tiona providing for a mandatory system, 
remarking on January 27 

“This ‘is the first time that we have 
heard an exposition of the (mandatory) 

» . 8 new principle has been 
put before us, and I would like to have it 
examined.” = 


He said he was in favor of the-principle 
of the mandatory, but he was also in favor 
of having the. British colonies get what 
they wanted first. “He did not think,” 
records the secret minutes, “that a special 
‘exception in favor of the dominions would 
spoil the whole case,’ Mr. Hughes of 
Australia “would readily admit that the 
mandatory system would be applicable to 
other parts, but it could never apply to 
New Guinea.” Mr. Massey of New Zealand 
said he was a “great enthusiast for the 
league of nations” but he was anxious not 
to make “its burden too heavy in the be- 
ginning,” and therefore he would distrib- 
ute the colonies first and then “let the 
league of nations start with a clean sheet.” 
They are willing to let the president have 
his principles and the league after they 
hati annexed the colonies they wanted. 

The French on their part were far more 

‘honest: they made no pretense of believ- 
ing either in the mandatory system or in 
the league of nations as methods of deal- 
ing with colonies.

“He admitted that the idea. was a 
new one and it was not to be expected that 
it would be found developed in any rec- 
ords or statements. . .. Here they were 
at this stage when the only acceptance 
had been on the part of the Imperial Brit- 
ish government with respect to the area 
taken from Germany by troops under the 
direct authority of the government in Lon- 
don. This was an important exception in 
which he rejoiced but it appeared to be 
the only exception to the rejection of the 
idea of trusteeship on the part of the 
league of nations ... There must be «e 
league of nations, and they could not re- 
turn to the status quo ante ... To se 
cure:it no sacrifice would be too great. 
“He could not postpone the matter any 


. more than Mr. Lioyd George could. The 


date of his departure was set. .. .” 

When it became plain at last that the 
president would not give in: tbat he-could 
not be fooled into accepting a vague fu- 
ture promise of a league with the fnme- 
diate settlements upon the basis of the 
old military and nationalistic interests, 
his opponents at ‘once, and again with 
great cleverness, shifted their method of 
attack. The French tried one way, the 
British another—each thoroughly char- 
acteristic of the nation attacking. At 
Paris, throughout the conference, the 
French were always more direct and out- 
spoken than the British. If they believed 
a thing they said it. One knew where 
Clemenceau stood and what he intended’ 
to do; one never knew where Lloyd George 
steod: he never stood twice in the same 
place. 

Thus the French, when they could aot 
get the president to accept their blunt 
idea of “annexation pure and simple” ‘in 
the secret conferences began a red het 
attack upon him outside in the press, espe- 
cially in those newspapers which act no- 
toriously as instruments of the Freack 
foreign office. They began to comment 
bitterly upon the president and his “im- 
practicable ideals.” Aithough the proceed- 
ings behind the muffled doors at the Quai 
@’Orsay were supposed to be absolutely 
secret—so that American correspondents 
could get next to nothing at all -oncern- 
ing what was going on—the Frenca papers 
were evidentiy fully informed. Certain 
British papers also published quite com- 
pletely an account of the controversy be- 
tween Mr. Wilson and Mr. Hughes of Aus- 
tralia which lost nothing in emphasis and. 
dramatic importance, nor, it may be said, 
in the essential truth of the facts stated, 
because the proceedings had been secret. 
Mr. Hughes gave out interviews with 
scarcely veiled attacks upon Mr. Wilson. 

On January 30 the president protested

against these attacks, as he said, “in uh- —~ 


affected good humor,” but as a “question 
of privilege.” ;

They are to call his attention to the 
fact that every three and a half min- 
utes of, every banking day a forged or 
altered check is being passed some 
place in, the United States. In other 
words, seventeen times every hour 
somebody is losing by the operations 
of an extremely dangerous new type of 
criminal, who often is in the guise of 
the “handsome stranger,” and who gets 
in his work by ways that are dark 
and tricks that are vain. 

Every now and then a citizen rushes 
into his bank, waves a little strip of 
paper ia his hand, and calls atten- 
tion to the fact that he has been foul-

ly dealt with. He displays a check, 
signed by him in due form, bearing 
the proper check number to corre- 
spond with his stubs, but having been 
cashed for a figure all out of reason. 
More often than not he finds a great 
deal of sympathy, but no financial re- 
lief. He has been careless and he 
pays the bill. 

A representative of one. of the 
world’s largest detective agencies de- 
clared the other day that check rais- 
ing and forgery are growing five 
times as rapidly as any other crime. 
}And his agency, along with practical] 
all other institutions of its kind, PA 
engaged almost exclusively in round- 
ing up this brand of criminal, and 
in putting the public on notice that 
the forger and the check-raiser are 
abroad in the land, seeking, whom they 
may defraud. 

Since January 1 this year 78 cases 
of forgei or altered checks have come 
to light in Atlanta. One of the 
largest surety .companies in the city 
state they have paid more claims for 
forged and altered checks in Atlanta 
since January, 1922, than for the 
three years preceding that date. 

Fortunately—and gather unusually 
-—the majority of the victims of the 
above depredations have had their 
losses restored, because of the sim- 
ple fact that the opéfators in the 
greater number of these cases, were 
amateurish. The expert crooks have 
not arrived, it seems; but from all 
indications Atlanta is likely to receive 
a visit from them, as they are already 
operating in neighboring states.

A young man in a soldier’s uniform 
presented a check to a local clothing 
store the other day. The check was 
signed by his “uncle,” he said. Ques- 
tioned by the merchant, he explained 
he had just been discharged from the 
army and his uncle had given him 
the money to buy civilian clothes with. 
He gave the address of the uncle, his 
occupation and other data concerning 
him. The merchant referred to the 
directory and found that such a man 
was engaged in that business here, so 
he ld the clothes and took the 
check.

This merchant—and other wmer- 
chants—was guilty of carelessness; 
but the sort of carelessness which is 
not regarded as such because it has 
become common practice and the 
crooks who are, operating this game 
have come to redlize this carelessness, 
and they are making the most of it. 

In nine cases out of ten, according 
to regult of investigations—the check 
forger or check raiser gets in his work 
because he has had access to your 
check books or to some of your own 
¢ehecks through your own carelessness. 
If you leave your check book out on 
your desk when you are away, or if 
you leave your signed check around 
on your desk or =~ other conspicuous 
place, you are inviting the forger to 
help himself, no matter how secure you 
think your position. ? 

The sad part'of the situation is that 
i the case of a forgery the. bank is 
responsible only in case the victiin 
can prove the absence of contributory 
negligenee. And it ie usually difficult 
to prove this. The loss by altered 
checks is eight or ten times greater 
than by forgery, according to authen- 
tice statistics. ?

New Freight Rates 
Reduced: Railroads © 
Await Cur’ inWages 


BY WALTER B. BROWN,

New, York May 27.—By far the most important development of 
the week has been the 10 per cent reduction in freight rates ordered 
by the interstate commerce commission. Its influence from the stock 
market standpoint has been negative. These stocks have been steadily 
accumulated for some months past as @n investment proposition, a 
movement which has been accelerated perceptibly in the past two 
months. Those who have been buying these stocks did so with the 
full knowledge that a reduction was inevitable, and to that extent 
it was discounted. From another viewpoint it was expected that 
whatever loss in revenue might occur from lower rates would be 
made up by increased tonnage resulting from greater activity in in- 
dustry and commerce. 

From the railroad standpoint it may well be regarded as a serious 
proposition. It is simple enough for the interstate commerce com-. 
mission to work out on paper the proposition that these rates will 
yield 5 3-4 per cent on the aggregate capital, but it is another matter 
to demonstrate this in actual practice. Perhaps it may average that 
percentage, but here again it is merely a paper demonstration of strong 
roads helping the weak without the actual transfer of funds, so that 
roads that are included in the average, which are not yet paying their 
way, will find it harder going than ever to make ends meet. 

It can not be too strongly emphasized that the recent showings of 
increased net earnings on the part of many of the roads have seen 
produced by deferred mainténance. This rolls up a distinct liability, 
for it means deterioration of both roadbed and equipment, which 
must be taken care of at some future date. The increase in gross 
revenues is the important thing, especially in relation to operating ~ 
expenses. The most important items are labor and fue] costs, the’ — 
latter being also a labor preblem as connected with the coal strike 
now in operation. 


To Reduce Wages. 

The railway labor board, it is un- 
derstood, ig to issue an order reducing 
wages outside of the train service that 
will effect a saving of $50,000,000 to 
the railroads, although the cut in 
freight rates is estimated as a re- 
duction of five times that amount in 
revenue. 

Nevertheless, if this reduction in 
labor expense carries operating ex- 
penses low enough so that a profit is 
assured it simply means that an in- 
crease in the volume of business will 
multiply that profit. If, on the other 
hand, freight is carried at a loss, 
however small, increased tonnage will 
multiply that loss. 

From the economic standpoint, the 
reduction in freight rates will prove a 
decided benefit. 

Still Too High. 

Other reductions should follow in 
the wage reductions, which, in turn, 
can only come about when the cost 
of living is further reduced.

Some of the argument that is 
being put forth in defense of the 
existing form of government in At- 
lanta is fundamentally sound in 
general principle, and appeals to 
the instinct of local pride and to 
the spirit of democracy.

ored poineers, and as much as we 
revere the sacred memory of those 
of them who are gone—should be 
held amenable to traffic rules and 
building laws that were framed by 
them to meet conditions in their 
day, and that were serviceable and 
adequate in 1874!

It is an incongruous and alto 
gether unscientific arrangement, 
and it opens the way to all sorts 
of injustice and hardship to the 
railroads, the railroad workers and 
to the public. 

The power and authority to regu- 
‘late railroad transportation and 
railroad labor wage rates ought to 
be centralized, 

One board, or commission, ought 
to be empowered to do the work 
of both of these two federal instru- 
mentalities, so that-in determining 
what is a fair and equitable sched- 
ule of transportation rates it would 
do so with all.the facts as to the 
cost of railroad operation before 
it; and in determining the rate of 
wages the carriers should pay their 
employees it would have before it 
all the facts bearing upon their 
ability to pay. 

Then, if the income of the rail- 
roads did not make it possible to 
pay fair wages, or, if their labor 
expense were so great as to neces- 
sitate. transportation rates that 
would be unfair and burdensome to 
the public, the necessary and prop- 
er adjustments might be made, in- 
suring justice and the square deal 
all round. 

But éven if the two boards are 
to be continued in operation, both 
of them should be located in the 
national capital, making it con- 
venient for them to keep in closer 
jtouch with each other, to confer 
upon matters involving the func- 
tions of both, and, upon occasion, 
to hold joint sessions. 

The position of the president 


upon this matter is based upon rea- 


son, logic and common-sense; and 
it undoubtedly will receive general 
approval by the people. 


THE RATES DECISION. 

There is occasion for nation-wide 
felicitation and rejoicing in the de- 
cision handed down by the inter- 
state commerce commission last 
Wednesday by which a general cut 
of approximately 10 per cent in 
railroad freight rates will become 
effective next July 1. 

In round, numbers this reduction 
in transportation rates will mean 
an annual saving of half a billion 
dollars to the shippers of this coun- 
try, which, by the workings of the 
natural laws of trade, will be pass- 
3d on to the consumers, thus bring- 
ing- about a corresponding reduc- 
tion of the cost of living. 

While the railroad companies 
opposed the reduction—on the the- 
ory that any curtailment of railroad 
service charges shou}d be preceded 
by a further reduction in the cost 


that it will prove beneficial to the 
carrier lines as well as to the ship- 
pers and the general public, for the 
reason that its effect naturally will 
be to increase the volume of busi- 
ness handled by the railroads, to 
an extent more than compensating 
the difference between the per ton 
rates the railroads now charge and 
those fixed by the new schedules.

General Dawes, director of the 
federal budget, submitted a report 
stating that the government will 
expend $1,600,000,000 less in 1922 
than it did last year, and that the 
reduction in ordinary operating ex- 
penditures of Uncle Sam included 
in that amount will be $907,500,000, 
which statement was . broadcast 
by the republican organization as 
capital campaign propaganda, and, 
on the face of it, seemed convinc- 
ing if not irrefutable proof of 
G. 0. P. efficiency. 

A few days ago Senator Watson, 
of Indiana, made use of the Dawes 
figures in his “keynote” address 
before the Indiana republican state 
convention—and again the repub- 
lican organization saw to it that 
they were given the widest possi- 
ble publicity. 

“Notwithstanding the near ap- 
proach to collapse of the monetary 
system of nearly every country in 
Europe,” shouted the senator— 

“We have balanced our budget, we 
are lftving within our income, we 
have issued no bonds and sold no 
treasury certificates, we have paid 
off $1,000,000,000 of the public debt, 
we have reduced taxation by $825,- 
000,000 the first year, and $525,000,- 
000 wore the second year; we have 
curtailed governmental expenses $1,- 
609,000,000, and are today financial- 
ly solvent and commercially sound, 
and on the upgrade toward a nor- 
mal resumption of American pros- 
perity.” 

It has been shown by democratic 
sources, however—and not dis- 
puted—that General Dawes includ- 
ed in his list of alleged savings, for 
which the republican party claimed 
credit, $712,500,000 in army ex- 
penses directly due to a reduction 
in the personnel of the army; more 
than $192,000,000 in navy expenses 
for the same reason, and $56,500,- 
000 in the expenses of the shipping 
board, due to the completion of the 
great war construction program, 
aggregating more than $961,000, 
000. This shows, then, an actual 
increase, instead of a decrease, in 
ordinary expenditures by the gov- 
ernment! 

As to the various items in this 
republican record of “economy,” 

submitted by the budget direc- 
tor and quoted as truth by repub- 
lican spell-binders, under the light 
of analysis they not only dwindle 
to nothing, but combine to make 
of the Dawes report what Repre- 
sentative James fF. Byrnes, of 
South Carolina, has appropriately 
characterized as being “political 
bunk” and a “joke book.” 

Congressman Byrnes, who, by 
the way, possesses an unusually 
keen and alert analytical mind, dis- 
sected the report and presented the 
truth regarding it, item by item, 
converting it from a plausible and 
convincing presentation of a record 
of republican efficiency into a 
veritable republican boomerang! 

Elsewhere on this page in sum- 
marized form is General Dawes’ 
itemized report of “savings” and 
the analysis of it presented by 
Representative Byrnes. 

Of course, we are not vouching 
for the accuracy of Mr. Byrnes’ 
analysis of the budget report, but 
merely present it on its merits, 
letting it speak for itself.

THE COLUMBUSES OF ARTHUR MACHEN 


During the late war—in the year 


1917, to be quite exact—wken even 
novels were rather more than likely 
to be horrid, Robert McBride publish- 
ed a story called “The Terror’—a 
darkling green volume which, to those 
illiterate persons who had never con- 
sciously heard Arthur Machen’s now 
distinguished name, suggested Mr. 
Oppenheim and Zeppelins and sub- 
marines and incredibly clever spies. 
Probably it was destroyed by some 
disappointed seeker after another 
“Vanished Messenger” or a new 
“Mysterious Mr. Sabin”—it is now 
nowhere to be found, but probably it 
will shortly be beautifully reprinted 
in a uniform edition of Mr. Machen’s 
works, and all the young intellectuals 
who were too young five years ago 
will be reading about the unfortunate 
animals who were run mad by the 
madness of men and conducted them- 
selves quite as badly as if they had 
been the possessors of immortal souls, 


Commended by Cabell. 


Mr. McBride is also the publisher 
of James Branch Cabell’s also immor- 
tal works, and there is doubtless some 
connection one way or another be- 
tween that fact andthe discussion in 
“Beyond Life” of his “maddening 
volume, ‘Hieroglyphics,’ ” which, how: 
ever, has never yet been issued in 
America. “Mr. Machen,” says John 
Charteris, of Willoughby Hall, “cir- 
cumvolantly approaches to the doc- 
trine I have just voiced—that all en- 
during art must be an allegory. No 
doubt he does not word this axiom 
quite explicitly ; but, then, Mr. Machen 
whk rarely expresses outright that 

eh his wizardry suggests. And it 
is perhaps on account of this rash 
reliance upon intelligence and imagi- 
nation as being at all ordinary human 
—. that Mr. Machen has failed to 
as instantly as, we will say, 
W. Chambers appeals to those 
immaculate and terrible ladies who 
vend ks in‘our department stores, 
and with Olympian unconcern confer 
success upon reading matter 
‘recommending’ it. . . But here in a 
secluded library is no place to speak 
of the thirty years’ neglect that bas 
been accorded Arthur Machen; it is 
the sort of crime that ought to be 
discussed, in the Biblical manner, 
from the ‘bousetops.” 


In the year 1919, “Beyond Life” 
was rather a secluded volume, but 
now it is by way of being a housetop. 
And it was “Beyond Life” which 
formally presented Mr. Machen to a 
great many people and caused them 
to send hurriedly across the water for 
“Hieroglyphics,” a delectable book, not 
unlike “Beyond Life.” They are both 
nocturnal conversations between book- 
ish persons—books which one feels 
much less well read on finishing than 
on beginning. Mr. Machen’s thesis is 
that ecstasy is the one essential of 
great literature, and this ecstasy, 
which would seem to be the same 
lyrical quality upon which the great 
Croce insists, he finds particularly in 
such various masterpieces as “Panta- 
gruel,” “Don Quixote’ and “The 
Pickwick Papers ;”, to find ecstasy, 
apparently, one must go a-journeying. 
All this is man’s literature—probably 
not a woman alive prefers these lusty 
tales to “Pride and Prejudice.” And 
in his very new story, “The Secret 
Glory,” Mr. Machen is still faithful to 
Francois Rabelaig and his Dive Bou- 
teille—the Calix Inebrians, as the 


learned Mr. Machen likes to call it.‘ 


This secret glory was, of course, alle- 


gorical, but, t6 begin with, it was the 
secret glory of Ambrose Meyrick, who 
was birched into conforming outward- 
ly to the traditional football and 
cricket which traditionally make a 
Cecil Rhodes or a Stalky of a bov who 
might have been a Keats or a Turner 
—for all that, they failed so happily 
with Swinburne and Shelley. 

But Ambrose Meyrick laughed in 
his sleeve at the Head and the Head 
Usher—a aeeeen of the celebrated 
Arnold of Rugby, any reader of Lyt- 
ton Strachey’s least eminent Victorian 
might be pardoned for suspecting— 
and finally he displayed his heart on 
his sleeve in the form of a very 
Rabelaisian letter telling them a great 
many things they were quite incapable 
of comprehending—as incapable as his 
fellow Luptonians were of compre- 
hending that young Meyrick’s shining 
eyes meant anything except that he 


acquaintances and sworn great and 
wicked oaths: “It is probable that if, 
in the nature of things, it had been 
possible for an English schoolboy to 
meet Saint Francis of Assisi, the boy | 
would have concluded that the saint’ 
must have made 200 not out in first- 
class cricket’’—or, being translated 
into American, that he had knocked 
a homer with the bases full in the 
world’s series. 


Mystic and Material. 


Ambrose Meyrick was a Welshman 
and a mystic, and Arthur Machen is 
doubtless also a Welshman, and is 
certainly a mystic. But he was a 

mystic with the saving grace of some 
richly material interests—he could 
enjoy a stein as he could reverence a 
grail, and he wrote a unique and 


by. 


golden treatise in “Defense of Tav- 
erns” which w uld grace the shelf in 
John Charteris’ library devoted to the 
books of the gifted writers. of Book- 
land. At the famous Three Kings, 
where black-letter texts with vermil- 
lion initials wickedly praised the 
drinker’s art, and kobolds, in ae 
and red, loomed oddly in unsu 

corners, “Ambrose’s eyés glistened ; the 
Place was altogether as he would have 
designed it. Nelly, too, was‘glad to 
sit down, for they had walked longer 
than usual.” Mr. Machen is not above 
such reflections upon woman; she is 
merely the reward of the warrior; 
which does not prevent his writing a 
magnificent book, riper, if not more 
tolerant, than “The Hill of Dreams.”

And now 
comes Mr. Carl Van Vechten (who 
has also just discovered our cherished

eter Whiffle, indeed, desired to be-

Arthur Machen, at least, has been 
discovered; he has actually been dis- 
covered in England; it is now too late 
for another olumbus, even too late 
for an Amerigo Vespucii.

Names are not always significant, 
but Mr. Watkins has been very hap- 
py in the choice of a name for the 
charter which he proposed. This is 
indeed a plan for the betterment of 
the entire city of Atlanta. I like it 
first of all because its viewpoint is 
that Atlanta is oue community, and 
that the interests of every neighbor- 
hood, section and street, are insep- 
erably bound together. While it pre- 
serves the ward lines for the con- 


venience of administration, it wipes 
out that ward consciousness, which 
creates inevitable frictions and neigh- 
borhood divisions, by making the al- 
dermen elective, not by a part, but 
by the whole citizenry of the city. 


The Representative Idea. 


The representative idea is funda- 
mental to a genuine democracy. It 
is the responsibility which is placed 
upon a man as the representative of 
the interests of others which really 
appeals to the best in his character. 
So the strength of that appeal will 
be determined by whatever the re- 
sponsibility is, great or small, accord- 
ing as he is the representative of 
large or small interests. The repre- 
sentative of a ward is necessarily a 
smaller man than the representative 
of the entire city, because the re- 
sponsibility for the interests of a 
ward is petty and narrow in com- 
parison with the responsibility for 


the welfare of the entire city. This 
principle is borne out also in the 
provision that just twelve men are 
to be entrusted with the legislative 
responsibility of our city’s interests. 
This responsibility is large enough 
and vital enough to call for the best 
ability of our best men. 


I am fond of preaching that men 
live where they think. Each man’s 
Atlanta is bounded and limited by his 
thought of Atlanta. Ward lines teach 
men to think of their city in terms 
of sections, and to view municipal 
questions and déal with municipal 
measures within these limited lines, 
unconscious of the larger interests 
lying outside. I am convinced that 


the adoption of this Atlanta plan 
charter would at once create in the 
minds of our entire citizenship a 
greater Atlanta, because it would ob- 
literate instantly these psychic limi- 
tations in their thought of the city. 


A Business Method. 


The charter seems to me to be well 
named, also, the Atlanta plan, because 
it meets the issue in what is aj char- 
acteristic Atlanta way. We are up 
against a business difficulty and this 
is a direct business-like way of meet- 
ing it. It is no criticism of the men 
who have administered the municipal 
affairs of our city in the past years 
to say that we have had an ineffi- 
cient and wasteful conduct of the 
city’s business. The truth is that we 
have been singularly fortunate in the 
personnel of the men who often at 
great sacrifice, have given themselves 


to the interests of Atlanta. We may 
be thankful, too, that there has been 
little ground for charges of graft and 
corruption.

Fatal for British. 

After the Paris conferehce- the 
United States quit’ Europe and the 
refusal of the senate to ratify the 
treaties removed us as a force and 
factor in the European ‘situation. For 
the British this proved in the end a 
fatal defection. Still adhering closely 
to the original conception Lloyd 
/George, having failed in the first in- 
stance to impose the British ideas 
upon Europe endeavored on every pos- 
sible occasion to bring about a modi- 
fication of the treaties as written, 
which should establish conditions more 
in accord with British purpose and 
interests. _ 

As time passed it became clear that 
the treaty of Versailles and its pend- 
ant agreements constituted the most 
tragic disaster in all British history. 
Depending for existence upon the abil- 
ity to sell her products in the markets 
of the world and to earn revenue by 
the transport of the world’s freight, 
the British saw as a consequence of 
the treaties of Paris, not a prompt 
return of the world to the old condi-

We in Ameriéa are accustomed to 
talk about the isolation of France, 
but the reality of the past two years 
has been, so far as the continent 
of Europe is concerned, that France. 
has more and more successful drawn 
to herself the states of central Eu- 
rope, created or aggrandized by the 
war, British policy, which more or 
less fails in with American concep- 
tions, has had the effect of rousing 
the fears and resentments of all of 
these states and urging them more 
and more completely into alliance with 
France. Even Japan, with Ras- 
sian anxieties, has moved toward the 
French in recent months, perhaps 
hastened a little by British action in 
Washington, 

Still anothet factor must be ob- 
served. The neutral nations of Eu- 
rope, notably Switzerland and Hol- 
lund, while, rhaps, sympathizing 
with British idea on many questions, 
were never impressed by the British 
effort to bring the Russians back at 
the price of very large concessions | 
and the sacrifice of principles which 
seemed to them—as they do to us— 
fundamental. Thus the rgian pur- 
pose to recognize Russia, even if Rus- 
sia refused to recognize the rights of 
property, found at Genoa immediate 
opposition in the ranks of the neu- 
trails and this opposition tended more 
and more to isolate Britain. 

Britain, under George’s impulsion, 
however, tended more and more to 
commit itself to two things, the res- 
toration of Germany and the recogni- 
tion of Russia, without much regard 
| for the interests or rights of the other 
continental nations. As British un- 
eniployment continued, as British eco- 
nemic conditions became increasingly 
nlarming,- George more and more 
threw all discretion to the winds and 
sought more and more earnestly to pla- 
cate Rusgia and to protect Germany. 

e nefitral consequence of this pol- 
icy was the alienation of France and 
the creation of a situation in which 
France became the champion of the 


ened by the German and Russian 
strength, if either country, while still 
retaining its old aspirations affd cling- 
ing to dreams of revenge and the res- 
toration of old territorial and politi- 
cal conditions, were restored to their 
tormer strength. 

In all of this time the fatal handi- 
cap to British policy lay in the ab- 
sence of the United States. Had 
we stayed in Europe, we should un- 
doubtedly have supported British pol- 
icy and for a time at least our wealth 
and our power would have fortified 
British views, which are in the main 
ours. But with the United States 
out of it; power rested not with the 
British, but with the French, who 
kept an army supreme on the conti- 
nent. bence the British attack in 
Washington and elsewhere upon the 

nch ~ army. If only the army 
could be removed, France would have 
nothing to offer to the smaller states 
in return.for their support in inter- 
‘National conferences and would be 
compelled to make terms with the Rus- 
sians and the Germans.

placate Russia and Germany at the 
expense of all of these states. Once 
the question of a revision of the Paris 
treaty is raised. all the continental 
states which profited by chese treaties 
are necessarily united in opposition to 
euch a course.

And since France is the most power- 
ful of these continental states and 
French opposition has been steadfast- 
ly presented t6 the whole Lloyd George 

rogram, France is going to benefit 

n all international conferences and 
on all such issues will have the solid 
support of the little entente, of Poland 
and of Belgium. All the British can 
depend upon are Germany, Italy and 
Russia. But Russia, as Genoa show- 
ed, is an uncertain ally, while Ger- 
many remains a dangerous partner. 
_ The danger in the.case of Germany 
lies in the fact that‘any effort of the 
British te put Germany on: her feet 
without providing®for the protection 
and payment of France will lead 
promptly to the intervention of the 
rench army. Again and again we for- 
get in the United States that the real 
post on the continent of Europe to- 
day rests with the French army and: 
in the last analysis France can and 
will use that power. Thus in associat- 
ing herself with Germany it is possi- 
ble for Britain to bring down upon 
the Germans the full weight of French 
military power and such an action 
would destroy all British hope of eco- 
nomic restoration in any useful time. 

In the United States senate and 
out of it one hears aot of talk about 
the revision of the treaty of Versailles. 
Perhaps it is desirable, conceivably 
it fs necessary, but the fact is that 
more than one hundred millions of 
people in Europe, possessing most of 
the arms and therefore most of the 
power, are unalterably opposed to such 
a revision, The two allied nations 
which advocate it. Britain and Italy, 
do not favor a revision inthe territo- 
rial departments where they gained. 
Italy does not propose to restore to 
Austria the hundreds of thousands of 
German-speaking inhabitants of the 
yrol or to Jugo-Slavs or Slovene 
residents of the Austrian marches. 
Britain does not suggest that she re- 
turn the German: colonies or the Ger- 
man merchant marine. 

By contract’ both Italidns and 
Britains feel very strongly about the 
Polish occupation of Upper Silesia 
and of Eastern Galicia, they. object 
to French presence on the Rhine, in 
the Sarre and to+the French claims 
for reparations. Yet France at 
Mayence has as good a basis of. right 


as Italy at the Brenner, since in both ii. 


cases the question is one of stratgic 
frontiers. As for Poland 
Lemberg or in KattowitZ, she can 
rest her claim in each town upon the 
presence of more Polish inhabitants 
than there were British inhabitants 
of-any German colony annexed at 
Paris. “ 

The truth is that we are seeing the 
quarrel in Europe between two in- 
terests. British interest is compre- 
hended in an impeérious necessity to 
restore the markets of Europe that 
Englishmen may live at home and 
not be forced to migrate in vast num- 
bers. It is not,a mere sordid desire for 
profit that ‘spurs George on, his 
course. On the contrary it is a mat- 


ter of life and death for millions of | 


his fellow countrymen. But the dif- 
ficulty is that the French; the Poles, 
the Belgians, the manians, the 
Czechs, the Serbs feel their lives and 
the future of their countries similarly 
involved and identify the success of 
British policy with the ruin of their 
own nations.

Eleven counties talked forestry, and 
2,142 trees were reported planted from 
seven counties. There are Girl Scouts 
in eight counties and the others are 
starting ; 96 schools from seven coun- 
ties observed better speech week. | 
Seven counties had rally days for the 
schools and the other five will hold 
them in the fall. This is to be part 
of the district club work: 47 rural 
clubs were organized this year. Seven 
counties have adopted the better read- 
ing leagues for the children, visited 
the schools and received the co-oper- 
ation of teachers. This will be a part 
of club work. 

Seven counties were visited by Dr. 
Moses, of the state board of health; 
two had their own examinations made, 
and the other three were ready for 
Dr. Moses, but she was called off and 
will reach them in the fall. There 
were 7,508 children reported examined 
in the district ‘and follow-up work 
being done. Over 5,000 garments were 
collected by the club women in the 
district for needy school children, and 
1,100 books given to them. These 
are just a few gleanings from the 
sp'endid reports centered around child 
welfare. It would take a page to 


improvement alone. 


Citizenship. 

In a few words—there were 31 
classes reported—140 meetings—and 
5.073 women registered. One club re- 
port came under the home economics 
department—they sold $5,629.25 
worth of eggs, milk, butter, canned 
stuffs and vegetables. This was the 
Sisters’ Community club in Washing- 
ton county. Under civics the report, 
which stood out, was from the rest 
room sponsored by the Milledgeville 
Woman’s club. During the year, from 
May to May, there were 2819 people } 
who waited for the car there; 2,878 
out-of-town folks came to the rest 
room; 5,252 children visited it, and 
228 babies were brought there by 
their mothers, making a grand total

Measurement System. 


One of the recommendations of the 
Englehardt-Strayer survey for the city 
schools is a grouping along new lines 
for the children, known as the educa- 
tional measurement system. Mrs. 
Newport explained the idea and an- 
nounced that Tenth: Street school 
would be the pioneer in introducing it. 

The object of the new system is to 
classify the children through intelli- 
gence tests, then place in the same 
group, as far as possible, children of 
the same grade of speed, accuracy and 
general intelligence. The result hoped 
for is that the quick, ambitious child 
who applies himself may not be re- 
tarded b7 the slow child, and that the 
slower child may not ‘be discouraged 
by the ease and apparent lack of ef- 
fort of the quicker child. Also to 
offer m*re incentive to both types. As 
a child shows improvement, or the op- 
posite, he will be changed to his prop- 
er group. These will be known as 
_the A achievement group, and B 
achievement group. 

The educational measurement tests 
<enducted during the past year in the 
city schools showed the children to be 
high in intelligence, but low in achieve- 
m explanation for this is 
that the class as a whole can ad- 
vance only as its slowest pupil ad- 
vances. Tests used in the seventh 
grades will determine the grouping of 
childre> in the high schools for fhe 
coming year in A, B, C and D divi- 


sions.

Mays cost $75,000 plus 
about $10,000 for the litigation in- 
volved by his change from a Boston 
shirt-front to a New York dickey. 


Early this season Carl wrangled 
about the contract which he had been 
so glad to sign after his employers 
had stood by him in the Chapman 
tragedy. He ory rang forgot what 
they had done for him then and “held 
out” as the virtuous phrase - 
among professional sportsmen. e 
owners settled with him, and to show 
his appreciation he threw a $2.25 
baseball belonging to them out of the 
park in Little Rock, starting the 
first grief of the year for the Yanks.

The conference adopted a program 
to raise the sum of $10,000,000 as a 
superannuate endowment fund, to 
provide a better care for the disabled 
and aged ministers of the church. The 
Southern Methodists have long been 
engaged in this work, but now propose 
to undertake the matter on a large 
seale. The endowment fund campaign 
will not be put on in the way of a 
drive, but will use the existing ma- 
chinery of the church. The plan pro- 
poses that each and every charge in 
the connection will subscribe a sum 
equivalent to the combined salaries 
paid pastors and presiding elders for 
the conference year 1922-1923. 


Next Four Years. 


The coming four years in Southern 
Methodism promises to be character- 
by a special effort in religious 
education. unds from the Christian 
education movement will be effective 
in the enlargement of the institutions 
of the church. The work of the Sun- 
day school and Epworth league boards 
is to be reorganized. Special atten- 
tior is to be given the matter of reli- 
gious instruction for the youth of the

The tota: production of Ford cars 
passed the six million-mark on May 
18, is the information just received by 
W. W. Mitchell, manager of the local 
Ford branch. “This gives a produc- 
tion in excess of a million for the 
past year, the five million-mark hav- 
ing been achieved on May 28, 1921- 
Of this staggering total of six mil- 
lion cars and trucks, 5,517,956 have 
been delivered to purchasers in the 
United States alone, ‘and the most 
recent statistics show that 4,478,248 
of this enumber are still in daily 
service. 

When consideration is given to the 
fact that the present type motor has 
been in production for fourteen years 
and that four out of every five Ford

In Making ot Radio Sets 


RADIO EARLY USED 


The importance of wireless to ex- 
ploreis in wholly or partially un 
charted country was demonstrated as 
fur back as 1915. The story of the 
so-called Machu Picchu Peruvian 
joint expedition of the National Ge- 
egraphie society and Yale university 
was told in the February, 1915, issue 


of the monthly magazine of that «- 
ciety by Professor Hiram Bingham 
of Ya'e, who directed the expedition. 

Previous expeditions in 1911 and 
1912, it seems, had meet with si- 
ous difficulties because of the inade- 
quacy of the maps furnished by ‘he 
Peruvian government. The pioneers 
had run into large areas of territory 
that were so completely unexplored 
as to have not even been represented 
on the maps. Thus it was thought 
fadvisable to send out topographical 
parties in 1915 in advance of the ex- 

ition proper, whose task it would 
to. prepare better maps. 

On shipboard chronometers are 
regularly used to determine longi- 
tude. These very delicate instruments 
are likely to be put out of order in 
being transported from place to plage 
and a very slight error in the chro- 
nometer will cause a grave diviation 
in the longitudinal calculations based 
on it. 

In the case of the expedition in 
question, these difficulties were ob- 
viated by the use of radio in the fol- 
lowing manner: Arrangements were 
nade with the Peruvian governmént 
wireless station in Lima to have time 
signals sent out so that more exact 
data than had hitherto been available 
could be obtained. Two sets of re- 
ceiving appartus were provided, one 
to be installed at the Harvard gb- 
servatory in Arequipa, where these 
time signals were received and re- 
corded, and the other to be carried 
by the expeditionary party. At first, 
necording to Professor Bingham, a 
number of box kites arranged at tan- 
dem were used in order to have the 
receiving wire. high enough to over- 
come the distance over which the 
time signals had to travel. Soon it 
was not found necessary, however, to 
raise the receiving wire more than a 
few feet above the ground. Mr. Bum- 
stead, the bead of the topographical 
party, according to Professor Bing- 
ham, was enabled by means of these 
time signals to determine the longi- 
tude of the areas to be explored with 
a great degree of accuracy.

THEORY OF WAVE. 
LENGTH IS GIVEN 


Long Wave Lengths Do 
Not Increase Range of 
Station-Amateurs Cross 
Ocean on 200 Meters. 


The subject of wave length seems 
still to be obscure in the minds of 
many of the new comers in this most 
fascinating game of radio. They some- 


+how connect it with distance. They 


think that a station several hundred 
miles away must necessarily have a 
longer wave length than a station in 
the immediate vicinity. Btt such is 
not the case. Wave length is a fixed 
quantity, variable only by the ad- 
justment of several factors that make 
up a radio circuit. The waves from 
a station, no matter how distant, re- 
main of the same length throughout 


their entire journey. The height or 
amplitude of the waves is the only 
part that reaches the receiving sct 
having a differ@ént value than When it 
started. The Waves, traveling over 
great distances, lose some of their 
energy in passage. In spreading they 
“thin out,” as it were. 

It is for this reason that distant 
stations are not heard as loud as 
nearby stations. The distance a stu- 
tion can cover is dependent entirely 
upon its power and the sensitiveness 
of the receiving apparatus. By add- 
ing a loading coil you increase your 
wave, length but you cannot cover 
greater distance. 

Most of the high-powered stations 
operate on long wave Fengths because 
it has been found that the high power 
can be more effectively handled on 
the longer wave lengths, but that is 
not the reason that they cover such 
great distances. During the recent 
transatlantic tests over a score of 
radio amateurs flung their waves 
across the ocean on a wave length of 
but 200 meters. 

The wave length of a transmitting 
as well as a receiving set depends on 
two factors, namely capacity and in- 
ductance. The capacity is furnished 
by what are known as condensers 
and inductance is furnished by your 
tuning coils, loading coils, loose coup- 
lers, and variometers. 

When you add or subtract turns 
from your coil, or when you vary the 
capacity in your condenser you “tune” 
your outfit and do not increase or 
decrease your effective range in the
